When oOlclal charged with the ex-

ecution of the lawa violate or aecm to
vlolato their oath of ofllce, publla
aentlment often take the place ot
law and order. Thl account for the
retort of unthinking pcoplo to lynch
law, which mean the violation ot all
law. Fortunately for tho reputation
of the national capital the official
here are men of the lilgliett order of
Integrity and they utually enforce
the lawa to tho beat of their abllrty.
Wa have an unuaually efficient chief
of police.

Mo J. Klchard Pylvctter wo for al
mott SO year the Wnhlngton' eorre-ponde- nt

of cvcral wrttern newsp-
aper, while ho acted at the tame time
a chief clerk of police headquarter.
In hi newpaer work ha became
well acquainted with tho congrc
man from the Eighteenth rongre

lonal dlttrlct of Ohio, ono William
JlcKlnley,- Jr., and when that con
grcmau became pretldcnt of our re-

public ho remembered Hylveatcr nnd
appointed lilm chief of police of the
Dlttrlct ot Columbia; and lie made no
inltlnke. In making that appoint
ment he aelcctcd the man of all men
who knew moat, practically, about
the work of the police department,
and a m:i of tupcrlor education, ex-

perience and probity of character.
The chairman of the Inaugural com-

mittee ha made Ma J. Sylrettcr chair
man of the committee on public order
during the Inaugural ceremonlet; and
everybody here approve the tclection
at a wiie one. Our chief of police hat
already taken itent to conierte the
public order during that Important cer
emonial, and when the time comet mi
additional tpeclil policemen will be
thoroughly drilled and Inttructcd con-

cerning the dutlei which they mutt
rlgoroutly perform; nnd alto concern-
ing the limitation of the authority In
triutrd to them.

The limitation of police power can-

Truth telling Is not always popular,
but sometimes men who are required
to portray real, life la the national
capital are expected to tell the whole
truth without evalon or indirection.
This story of tho determination of
our chief of police 'would be Incom-
plete without the. bald statement that
clubs and hotels have long been in
the habit of violating the lawa. Po-
licemen have been permitted to ae
cretly get their whisky In dark corrl

There aro and always have lieen all
sort of club here, the naming of
which would require reams of paper.
Tor two or three years there was a
pre club in thl city, but It died

evrn year ago) died under the
hammer of an auctioneer. None of
tho lending correspondents were
members of It when It wa sold. It
had fallen Into the hand of men who
uted It a a gambler' den, a whttky
den, a homo for Indigent and weak-
lings, who were nllrged to be nrwo
paper men, a place whero whltky
could be obtained at nil hour and on
Kiinilays; nnd, mlrabtlc dlctu, all on
cmllt.

Then tliero have been army ann
naty clubs, metropolitan, athletic and
other clubi, within tha walls of which
all laws have been set at defiance.
Hut Chief Mylictrr ha elated all nl
tlirm, without the ute of n hatchet.
The goiernors nnd mnnnger of all
of tha club know that ha will en
force the law. They nil know that he
ran Invnibi their precinct with de-
tective whom they would not sus-
pect; mid thnt when ha Issues a po-
lice order or regulation be will sleep-letl-y

enforce the edict. Therefore
they are not trying to evade the or-
der.

The policemen who have been pro-
tecting tho hotel hnve been given
warning, and they must fulfill their
function faithfully or lose their po-

sition. Incidentally thl will glvo ut
n obcr pollca forre In those locali-
ties, although It must lie admitted
thnt even tho policemen In hotel pre-
cincts are known to hate been always
on the prudential side of their cups,
albeit they have taken their regular
drink without expense to themtelie.
Hut no man, In uniform or otherwiu-- ,

I capable ot performing hi bet
function while alcoholic polton
courses through his telns.

In telling the truth about the con-
gressmen and their clubs it would be
unfair to permit the people to sup-
pose that nil congressmen spend their
time and their money In dallying with
"wcln, wclb nnd gesnng."
